'Hie Civil w.ir I'linad him a private in 
the .'Seventh Kunsas Cavalry, an active 
".layhawker" regiment, and for more 
tlinn ten years after the close of th< 
war ho saw service, first as scout and 
l iter as chief of scouts, in the Indian 
warst.

Cook and Kry — all the famous Indian 
fighters of the period. It was when he 
was chief of acouts under Ceneral 
Crook, that he won fame by killing in 
sin;;In combat the Indian chief. Yellow 
ll;ind. In IsOT he wuu his title of 
"Bnir.il.i Kill." It was then that a 
;:ang of 1,200 men were laying the 
trarks of the Kansas-raeiflu across the 
plains and were famishing for fresli 
meat. Cody volunteered to furnish the 
meat and in 18 months, with his horse 
Krigham and hia famons breseh-losder, 
he killed 4,L'80 bison. 

Between times be was deputy sberitT. 
Justice of the peace and s member of 
the Nebraska Legislature. In the '70 's 
he tried acting in a ineloilrHm.i in the 
west and it was the success of tlii< 
which led tu the formation of tic 
"Wild West" show with which hit
